Residents wonder what Anheuser-Busch sale 
will ultimately mean for city built on beer

ST. LOUIS With the city dethroned as 
the world headquarters for the King of 
Beers, people in Anheuser-BuscKs home- 
town were nervous Monday about what 
changes the sale of the company to Bel- 
gian brewer InBev will bring. 

Anheuser-Busch, which traces its roots 
to i860, has influence throughout the 
region— from its name on the home of 
the St, Louis Cardinals to company-spon- 
sored community events to charities that 
benefit from millions in corporate lar- 
gesse each year, 

“We know Anheuser-Busch,” said St, 
Louis Mayor Francis Slay “The concern 


is we don’t really know InBev,” 

InBev CEO Carlos Brito has said St, 
Louis would be the company’s North 
American headquarters, but it isn’t yet 
clear what that will mean in practical 
terms, 

“They’ve never promised me they 
wouldn’t eliminate jobs,” Slay said, 

InBev expects to find savings of $1,5 
biUion a year, and Anheuser-Busch has 
already announced plans to shed 1,185 
positions — mostly by offering early 
retirement and not filling open jobs. 

Slay said the city will focus on keeping 
the brewery’s presence in the city strong, 
and maintaining the quality of pay and 


employee benefits. 

Somber-looking Anheuser-Busch 
workers had little to say as they walked 
into work Monday 

Jack Cipriani, who heads the brew- 
ery workers division of the Teamsters, 
said he has called for a meeting of InBev 
unions in Canada, Brazil and Brus- 
sels, and has asked Brito and Anheuser- 
Busch for more information. He’s got- 
ten no response, 

“We worry about employees losing 
jobs, we worry about their communities,” 
he said. 

But not everyone was wary of InBev’s 
takeover, 

Benjamin Akande, dean of Webster 
University’s school of business, said 
St, Louis hasn’t lost an iconic company; it 
has gained a global operation.

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Looking to save 
gas in Chicago? 

It will soon be easier to ride your 
bike to take the CTA, 

Ground is scheduled to be broken 
in mid-August for bicycle shelters at 
four CTA train stations, city officials 
said 

Amid high gasoline prices that are 
encouraging more people to use pub- 
lic transportation, the shelters wiU 
be built at stations in neighborhoods 
most frequented by cyclists, accord- 
ing to the Chicago Department of 
Transportation, These are the Mid- 
way Airport station on the Orange 
Line, the Sox-35th Street station on 
the Red Line and the Jefferson Park 
and Damen Avenue stations on the 
Blue Line, 

“We want to provide a seamless 
transition from riding a bicycle to 
taking public transit,” said CDOT 
spokesman Brian Steele, who said 
the city received a $916,000 grant 
from Congestion, Mitigation and 
Air Quality a federal program geared 
toward providing the public with 
alternative means of travel to auto- 
mobiles, 

Steele said the “double-decker” 
shelters, similar to the one at Mil- 
lennium Park, will be enclosed. The 
Jefferson Park station will have 112 
storage spaces for bikes, Midway will 
have 1 1 2, Damen will have 108 and 
Sox-35th will have 42, 

The Sox-35th and Damen stations 
will have the shelters built inside, 
past the fare turnstile areas, while 
the shelters at Midway and Jeffer- 
son Park will be located immediately 
outside those stations due to space 
constraints, Steele said,

hybrid cars stretching for months, many motorists are scrambling to 
find ways to relieve their pain at the pump, not to mention use less gas 
for the sake of the environment. 

Here's a skeptical look at common fuel economy tips offered by 
everyone from automotive experts to your know-it-all next-door 
neighbor. 

Some of them actually work. Some don't. 


Gas up in the morning; 

MYTH (MORE OR LESS) 

Most liquids, including gasoline, become 
denser as they get colder. So, theoreti- 
cally at least, you should get more gas for 
your money by pumping in the morn- 
ing (or during a snowstorm). In reality, 
underground gasoline storage tanks are 
mostly unaffected by swings in outdoor 
temperatures. And any difference in vol- 
ume between cold and warm gas will be 
so small as to be almost immeasurable, 
unless you’re filling a tanker truck. 

Lighten your load; 

FACT 

Every 100 pounds of excess weight reduc- 
es fuel economy by one mile per gallon. So 
take heavy loads out of your trunk. 

Turn your air conditioning 

off; FACT 

Experts say running the air condition- 
ing can drag down fuel economy in older 
vehicles by as much as 20 percent, but 


today’s more efficient A/C units don’t 
put as much strain on engines, 

Roii your windows down; 

FACT (SOMETIMES) 

In-town driving with the windows down 
will increase fuel economy But doing so 
at higher speeds increases your car’s aero- 
dynamic drag, making the engine work 
harder and, yes, reducing fuel efficiency 

Ciean your air f iiter; 

MYTH 

Modern engines use onboard comput- 
ers to monitor air and fuel ratios, so dirty 
filters don’t have as much impact on per- 
formance as they used to. 

Avoid iengthy idling; 

FACT. 

An idling car gets zero rnpg. Keep your 


engine running at stoplights. But, if 
you are stopped for a train or otherwise 
idling for more than a minute, shut it off 

Premium grade gasoline 
improves mileage; myth 

Using premium in a car designed to run 
on regular doesn’t increase fuel econ- 
omy, it just jacks up your bill at the 
pump. 

Keep your gas tank full; 

myth 

According to the theory a full tank 
will reduce the amount of gas lost to 
evaporation. But modern cars have 
closed fuel systems, so there’s little 
or no loss. And while a half-full tank 
wih reduce your car’s total weight 
(a gallon of gas weighs about 6 
pounds), you’ll also have to make 
more trips to the gas station. 

Drive 55 mph; fact 
Because wind resistance 
increases exponentially with 
speed, the typical engine 
loses I percent in fuel 
economy for every mile 
per hour faster than 55 — 
and double that over 60, 

The keyword here is 
“typical, ” Your mileage 
may vary

“A lot of my discretionary income was ,,, going 
into air,” says Kennedy She lives in San Antonio, It’s 
hot. She endures. 

That’s the spirit of this summer of sweat. 

With electricity costs rising— along with global- 
warming guilt— consumers across the country are 
struggling to wean themselves from the A/C, 

In Thousand Oaks, Calif, Adina Nack keeps the 
thermostat at 82— and lets her toddler dance aroimd 
the house in a bathing suit, spritzing herself with cool 
water from a spray botde, Cara Cummins, in Adanta, 
turns on the air conditioner only when she’s expect- 
ing guests. Otherwise, she makes do by snacking on 
watermelon cubes soaked in chilled bourbon. 

Because many power plants run on natural gas, 
which has shot way up in price, utilities in 
every region of the nation have imposed— 
or are planning— big rate increases this 
year, some approaching 30 percent. 

In response, nearly two-thirds of fami- 
lies are cutting back on air conditioning, 
according to a recent Associated Press Ahhoo 
News poll. They’re buying ceiling fans and 
programmable thermostats; burning up hot 
afternoons in malls and movie theaters; and 
bombarding blogger Erin Huffsteder, who 
writes about frugal living, with questions 
about the merits of tinting their windows 
dark to block the sun. 

There’s much that consumers can do to 
stay safely cool— on the cheap. 

Take Troy Newman of Wichita, Kan, Last 
summer, his home energy bills hit an unaccept- 
able $300 a month. So he has installed dark cur-

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COLD, HARD TRUTH 

The Department of Energy calculates that heat- 
ing and cooling account for nearly half the energy 
used in a typical home. Thafs more than all the light 
bulbs, the dishwasher, the refrigerator, the water 
heater and the washer and dryer— combined. 

Replacing a standard air conditioner set at 72 
degrees with an energy-efficient model set at 78 
can cut your cooling costs in half, though savings 
vary by climate, according to Xcel Energy, a region- 
al utility based in Minneapolis. A programmable 
thermostat can save as much as 12 percent. A cell- 
ing fan can lower a room’s temperature by several 
degrees. Even something as simple as switching 
to compact fluorescent light bulbs can make a big 
difference in electricity bills. [ wsj ] 


tains on his south-facing windows and limited his 
family’s use of heat-generating appliances. All sum- 
mer cooking, for instance, is done on the outdoor 
grill. Much of the laundry is hung on a clothesline. 
On hot afternoons, Newman runs a hose to 
the roof and douses the shingles for 20 min- 
utes, which he swears lowers the temperature 
inside, “I don’t know if it’s all that good for 
the life span of the roof,” Newman says, “but 
when it’s no degrees, I really could care less,” 
Though he recendy added 1,200 square feet of liv- 
ing space to the house, Newman says his energy bills 
are at least $100 a month less than they were last 
summer, 

Kennedy, of San Antonio, now cools just the 
three rooms she uses most in her home, with win- 
dow units set at 78 degrees. 

Last week, though, when she reviewed her elec- 
tric bills, Kennedy found that her sacrifices haven’t 
translated into savings. In June of 2006 —with the 
central air on fuU blast— she used an average of 26 
kilowatt hours a day. Last month? An average of 44, 
Harvey Sachs, a senior fellow at the American 
Council for an Energy-Efficient Economy, says that 
isn’t surprising, because window units are notori- 
ously inefficient. 
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FAA: Let there be lights

O’Hare to get new 
runway traffic signals

Sophisticated traffic signals that alert 
pilots whether a runway is occupied by 
another plane will be installed at O’Hare, 
the Federal Aviation Administration 
announced Monday 

Some of the close calls at O’Hare in 
recent years occurred on intersecting run- 
ways. The FAA considers the near colli- 
sions, called runway incursions, the No. i 
threat to safety at airports. 

The runway traffic signals put more 
information about high-risk situations 
directly into the cockpit. Currently, pilots 
must rely only on alerts from air- traffic con- 
trollers about threats to safety 

At the entrance to a runway, the status 
lights, installed at ground level in order to 
be easily seen from cockpits, illuminate red 
when a runway is unsafe to enter or cross. 

Once a plane is positioned for takeoff 
on a runway, the lights also illuminate red if 
the automated system detects that another 
airplane or a ground vehicle is either on or 
about to enter the runway in front of the 
plane set for departure. 

The runway status lights are linked to sen- 
sors on the airfield that monitor the location 
and movement of all planes and vehicles. 

The runway status lights have been test- 
ed successfully at airports in Dallas and San 
Diego and will be expanded to 20 more air- 
ports, including in L.A., Boston, Newark, 
New Jersey and Baltimore, the FAA said. 

Incidents involving planes getting too 
close to each other have increased at U.S. air- 
ports. However, the most serious category of 
such runway incursions reached an all-time 


low last year, totaling 24 out of about 61 mil- 
lion runway operations, FAA Acting Admin- 
istrator Robert Sturgell said in Washington. 

Even so, “it’s a problem that still keeps 
me up at night because I think we can do 
better,” Sturgell said at a news conference. 

A key goal of the runway status lights 
involves increasing pilots’ awareness of the 
activity around them, especially at busy, 
congested airports, officials said. Most 
potential crashes on runways are caused by 
a lack of “situational awareness,” and pilot 
errors account for more than half of the 


incidents, according to a study this year 
by the U.S. Department of Transportation 
inspector general. 

In addition to the runway status lights, 
the FAA will seek proposals from avionics 
companies to produce moving map displays 
and aural alert systems that provide pilots 
with precise guidance about the location of 
runway entrances and where other traffic is 
on the airfield, officials said. 

The extra tools in the cockpit “will help 
especially in bad weather or if you are simply 
unfamiliar with the airport,” Sturgell said. 


WHAT’S NEW 

O’Hare is among 20 airports that will 
receive new traffic signals that alert 
pilots whether a runway is occupied 
by another plane. The technology is 
designed to reduce potentially deadly 
airfield collisions by alerting pilots if it 
is safe to enter or cross a runway. 


The FAA is targeting up to $5 million for 
the programs, he said. The goal is to com- 
plete installation at all 20 airports by 2011. 


Arson attempt probed

A former high-ranking Latin 
Kings leader, testifying Monday for 
the government in federal court, 
detailed how his onetime boss head- 
ed a drug conspiracy 

After agreeing to cooperate fol- 
lowing his arrest in early 2006, Jes- 
se Guajardo wore a hidden record- 
er to secretly tape gang meetings 
and even beatings as well as conver- 
sations with defendant Fernando 
King, prosecutors said. 

Guajardo, a gang member since 
1988, gave jurors an insider’s per- 
spective by describing the gang’s 
eight regions in and around Chicago 
and how many chapters each had. 

Guajardo testified that after 
his cooperation with the federal 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Fire- 
arms and Explosives became known 
in December 2006, the gang put a 
$50,000 price on his head. 

Guajardo wore a hidden record- 
ing device while he continued to 
hold gang meetings and run secu- 
rity details, taping even gang beat- 
ings. He also taped King agreeing 
to accept drugs or money to insure 
Guajardo’s drug business and pro- 
tect it from other gang members, 
prosecutors argued. 

King is charged with drug conspir- 
acy and with taking what he thought 
was cocaine from Guajardo as pay- 
ment. 

King’s lawyer, Joseph Lopez, said 
his client was concerned with run- 
ning a restaurant business, not with 
drug trafficking. He said King does 
not deny he’s a Latin King but said 
the gang’s bylaws do not require 
members to be criminals.

A Will County judge heard argu- 
ments Monday on whether to dis- 
miss all felony gun charges against 
former Bolingbrook Police Sgt. 
Drew Peterson, who is suspected

In the wake of a frightening incident in which a 7-year-old 
suffered a fractured skull from a foul ball at Wrigley Field, fans 
may be wondering what they can do to stay safe at the ballpark 
and, if they aren’t, who bears the legal responsibility for such 
an accident. 

Lawyers say the liability is with the fan because teams have 
virtual immunity in most cases. 

And how to stay safe? Stadium experts offer the same advice 
given by Little League coaches: Keep your eye on the ball. 

The back of each ticket is printed with a 145-word warning 
that the bearer “assumes all risk and danger incidental to the 
sport of baseball.” From a legal perspective, a big-league ball- 
park remains a corner of American life where most responsi- 
bility for safety belongs to the fan— at least when it comes to 
flying objects from the field. 

A century of legal precedent from personal injury cases 
requires club owners to string netting in the most dangerous 
areas of the park but puts the onus on fans to protect them- 
selves from bats and balls that aren’t stopped by the nets. Law- 
makers bolstered the principle in Illinois, Colorado and Ari- 
zona with laws in the 1990s that underscored immunity from 
lawsuits for ballplayers and the clubs that employ them. 

The White Sox and the Cubs— a team owned by Tribune 
Co., which also owns RedEye and the Tribune — sought the 
1992 Illinois law after local courts had found them liable for 
fans’ injuries. Expansion teams in the other states asked for 
similar laws before opening their gates. The legal result is 
almost airtight. 

“If you sit in the best seats, except behind the backstop 
where there’s a net, you assume the risk,” said Matt Mitten, 
director of the National Sports Law Institute at Marquette 
University “It’s pretty difficult to prove that the team can be 
held liable.”

Repeal would let out-of-state gays marry in Mass. 


□ BOSTON When Massachusetts became 
the first state to issue marriage 
licenses to gay couples in 2004, it left one 
big roadblock in place: Out-of-state cou- 
ples need not apply 

Now an effort is gaining momentum to 
repeal a 1913 state law that has prevent- 
ed out-of-state gay couples from getting 
married. The law says couples cannot be 
married in Massachusetts if their unions 
would be illegal in their home states. 

The Democratic leaders of the state 
House and Senate and Gov. Deval Patrick 
support a repeal, which could come up 
for a vote as early as Tuesday in the Sen- 
ate and could reach the governor’s desk 
by the end of week.

Favre wants to play 

Brett Favre finally is speaking for himself: 

He wants to play but doesn’t feel welcome 
in Green Bay, so he’s asking to be released. 

The quarterback’s first substantial com- 
ments on his latest retirement decision 
reversal come in an interview with Fox 
News on “On the Record with Greta Van 
Susteren.” 

“I am guilty of retiring early, and there is a 
reason for that,” Favre said, according to an 
excerpt provided to The Associated Press 
before the Monday night broadcast. “And 
the major issue is ‘Why did he retire?’ and 
‘He asked for a release because he doesn’t 
want to play in Green Bay’ That’s not true. 

And I hope people are hearing this and say- 
ing, ‘OK, that clears it up.’” 

According to Van Susteren, who spoke 
to the AP by telephone Monday afternoon, 

Favre said he was “never fully committed” 
to retiring and felt pressured by the Packers 
to make a decision, a notion Packers Gener- 
al Manager Ted Thompson and coach Mike 
McCarthy tried to dispel in an interview 
with the AP on Saturday 

“Ted always wanted Brett back,” McCar- 
thy said. “We always wanted Brett back.” 

Favre told Fox he understands that the 
Packers want to move on— but if they’re 
doing so, they should let him go. 

“Them moving on does not bother me,” 

Favre said. “It doesn’t. I totally understand 
that. By me retiring March 3rd, I knew 
that could possibly happen. All I was say- 
ing is, you know, I’m thinking about playing 
again.”

• “UNTITLED” 

Nas is a martyr of his own making, from his shortsighted 
proclamations about the death of hip-hop and his stead- 
fast resistance to radio-friendliness on down to the origi- 
nal title of this album, which was to be a too-familiar racial 
epithet up until, inevitably, the needs of commerce trumped 
the whims of art. 

Or maybe Nas finally has figured out commerce. Thanks to 
the name that never was, this album was a conversation piece long 
before anyone heard it. On “Hero,” he addresses the controversy: 
“Still in musical prison, in jail for the flow/Iry telling Bob Dylan, 
Bruce or Billyjoel they can’t sing what’s in they soul/So untitled it is, 

I never changed nothing.” 

Finally, Nas has a cause to match his temperament: his own 
suffering. And he hasn’t sounded as vibrant as he does on this, his 
ninth album, in years. On “Sly Fox,” he takes aim at a frequent 
antagonist. Fox News, and “You Can’t Stop Us Now” is a swag- 
gering, proud stroll. 

As a thinker, Nas is more blatantly conflicted than even Kanye 
^)(^st. But unlike West, when Nas contradicts himself on record, it 
doesn’t come off as self-examination; rather, it sounds wishy-washy 
“Make the World Go Round” begins as a clever enough celebra- 
tion of flash— “I need faces mad with frownsAvhen Fm around/or 
Fm wasting fabric”— before devolving into laziness: “Lately I burn 
so much trees, I keep environmentalists angry” And that’s before 
the teenage R&B sensation Chris Brown inexplicably shows up 
for averse. Nas goes on to talk about seeing a UFO on “Wh’re Not 
Alone.” For every moment of clarity on this album, there’s an eye- 
brow-archer to match.

But then again, only someone as stubborn as Nas could find 
away to deliver such a firm, arresting, if occasionally nonsensical 
verse atop it. Just two minutes long, it sounds almost accidental, 
and it is transfixing. Perhaps not surpris- 
ingly the best song on this album is

Despite — or possibly because of — its 
goofiness, ABC’s game show “^K^pe- 
out” is earning impressive ratings this 
summer. With 9,46 million viewers 
last week, according to Nielsen Media 
Research, you could call it a breakout hit. 
Executive producer Matt Kunitz recent- 
ly talked about his show, [ news day ] 

What constitutes the best wipeout? 

The simpler the stunt, the better the 
wipeout will be. The best is when some- 
one hits something, then bounces off 
or ricochets and falls into the water. 

That isn’t really mud that the contes- 
tants fall Into, is it? 

It’s what’s called pitcher’s mound 
clay— it has a consistency that stays 
thick all day When you hit it, it absorbs 
the impact. It costs $4,000 a truck- 
load, and we use two truckloads a day 

Do you have safety precautions? 

We have a team of medics on site, 
with ambulances and a water rescue 
diver. It’s probably overkill. We also 
have our “black-and-blue” team who 
test every obstacle. They are literally 
covered in black-and-blue bruises. 

Have any contestants gotten hurt? 

This is a tough athletic event, so you 
have the kinds of injuries you’d get in 
a sporting event, like twisted ankles, 
bumps and bruises. 

Have you tried any of the obstacles? 

No, I’m way too smart for that, I try 
to avoid them at all costs.

Reality TV always has pushed its stars to

At CMT, the network that proudly 
brought you “Ty Murray’s Celebrity Bull 
Riding,” producers are hard at work on 
“Hulk Hogan’s Celebrity Championship 
Wrestling,” which promises the long- 
awaited sight of Dustin (Screech) Dia- 
mond in tights. 

At G4, viewers can watch the Japanese 
imports that inspired some of the shows 
above— “Ninja Warrior” and “Unbeatable 
Banzuke”— as well as “Hurl!,” a new eating 
(and puking) competition, 

“It’s not ballet,” said Wolf, the apt- 
ly named regular on “Gladiators,” By his 
account, the first season of the revamped 
series resulted in at least one broken leg, 
a couple of torn ligaments, a separated 
shoulder, a separated ligament and count- 
less bumps and bruises.

Kunitz previously served as executive 
producer for “Eear Factor,” another stunt- 
heavy series, and he claims that during the 
show’s six-year run, you could count the 
number of serious injuries on one hand. 
That’s one of the reasons Kunitz believes 
his shows make great family-friendly TV 
The “Wpeout” premiere was first among 
the networks among ages 2-1 1 in its time 
slot, behind only Nickelodeon and Disney 
Channel in programming overall. Accord- 
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The Japanese are known for torturous game shows that test 
not only physical endurance but sanity. The approach has found ^ 
a home on American TV. This being the networks’ “off-season,” when 
viewers’ brain cells are fried from the sun and summer-TV reality 
silliness, it’s no surprise that the Japanese style of competition is

» Don’t call from a baseball game, bar, 
airport or other questionable venue.
